I have been building a HB S/A for a few weeks now. It is described and 
detailed in the Sept., Oct., and Nov. '96 issues of Electronics Now 
magazine. The article says that it can be built for a $100. I think 
that it can. I have a pretty good junk box and mine isn't going to cost 
quite that much. This is a 100mhz unit with built in power supply. It 
has a sensitivity of better than -80 dbm or about 22 uv rms on a 50 ohm 
line. Amplitude dynamic range exceeding 50 db which can be increased by 
built in IF attenuators. A built in comb generator allows accurate 
callibration of freq. and amplitude. It has a freq. accuracy of +/- 
dmhz and amplitude flatness accuracy better than +/- 2 db across the 
entire range. 

It's a pretty extensive building project and as usual, rounding up the 
parts is very time consuming. Almost all parts are available from Digikey, 
Mouser etc.You need some some calabrated test equipment to test and 
align each section as it is built, but it looks to me like it will bea 
nice instrument when finished. It is not lab grade for sure but will do 
very well on a home test bench. 


I'll let you know haw it turns out.

To the folks who are building either of the 1-tube transmitters from the 
schematics that Tom WB5QYT kindly provided us, I have found what looks to 
be a suitable transformer for the rig that uses one: Hammond Cat. no. 269AX 
(117V primary, and 125V and 6.3V secondaries). You can call them at 
716-631-5700 or use their Web site (http://WWW.hammondmfg.com) to find your 
local supplier. 


BTW, if you are building the other transmitter (no transformer, but direct 
hook-up to AC) I STRONGLY recommend that you use a line isolation 
transformer (Mouser, everybody has them) to "float" the voltage above your 
house wiring ground. I would hate to see anyone get a nastly (and 
potentially lethal) shock.

More "Super VXO" information... 


I put the VXO on the lab's HP 8558B spectrum analyzer, which is good to 1.5 
GHz. The inductor used is the same 22uH funny-looking scrap inductor pulled 
from an old RCA TV set, and the variable cap is the same 20 pF air trimmer. 

I used a 10x, 10Mohm scope probe into the spectrum analyzer's 50 ohm input, 

and tapped the output with a 22pF cap at the spot where I hung the short 
antenna lead in previous testing, so the loading should have been pretty light. 


This is dB below the 10 MHz carrier for harmonics 2-7: 


harmonic no. ---- 2 3 4 5 6 7 
With 2 crystals, cap fully meshed: 7 11 16 21 28 40 
" 2 : 7 "unmeshed: 8 11 15 18 23 30 


" 1 " " meshed: 7 11 15 20 28 40 


7 1 c c "unmeshed: 8 11 15 19 24 31 


There was one spot in the tuning of the cap, about 1/3 meshed, where both the 
1 and 2 xtal circuits would break into oscillation at 5 MHz, half the xtal 
freq. This is apparently a fault of the circuit and not the parallel xtal 
technique. 


No non-harmonic spurious outputs were noted, to about -80 dBc. The carrier 
level changed by about 5-6 dB from full mesh to full unmesh. 


Conclusion: There is no substantial difference in harmonic and spurious outputs 
between the single-crystal and two-paralleled-crystal circuits, to about -80 
dBc. 


I also measured the xtal parameters for the two crystals in parallel, and one 
single crystal, using the lab's HP 8753C network analyzer. This was a 50 ohm 
system, with a 12 dB attenuator at the input to the xtals. Power applied at the 
input to the attenuator was 1mW (@dBm). 


loaded Q Rs center freq 
2 crystals 2873 6.1 9.99977 MHz 
1 crystal 5682 9.6 10.0000 " 


This is about what I expected. Loaded Q is almost exactly half with 2 crystals. 
Rs (and insertion loss) are lower with 2 crystals, as more 10 MHz energy gets 
through, not unlike resistors in parallel. 


Conclusion: Contrary to what one might expect, the oscillator should run better 
with two crystals, as loss through the crystals is lower. Q is lowered by 
paralleling crystals, so in critical applications where close-in noise is a 
factor, the Super VXO might not be the answer. I can't really see how there 
could be much of a problem in amateur use, as an LC VFO substitute. 


The 5 MHz spurious oscillation and the varying output level would need to be 
fixed if I were to use this particular circuit in a radio.

Hello QRP+ owner 
The max. power in SSB on my QRP+ (ser. nbr. 348) was limited to about 2.2W pep. 


That's in my opinion not enough to run a SSB QSO on the lower bands. Since a few 
month I tried several modifications, but without success. Last weekend I made 
following mod which is very easy and gives you about 5 - 6W SSB power on all 
bands. 


Solder across (parallel) to C12 (near to U2 MC3340P) on the AF-PCB board a 10K 
trimpot. Adjust for max. power and monitor your signal with an other RX. Now you 
are able to reduce the ALC. The modulation is still ok an so far I got good 
reports on the band. 


Is this mod new for the group? Anyway good luck and best 72.

It is nice to see that so many QRPers participated in the CW SS. I have 
made a final tally of QSOs per band;

10 0 


With the exception of a 20 minute run on 40 M this was all search and 
pounce. I checked 160 M several times on Saturday night and evening, even 
called CQSS, but got no replies. I imagined some wise old timer sitting in 
front of a D-104, Viking II and HRO-60 laughing at the futility of my 
efforts. Oh well, like the old QST cartoon says you got to make calls to 
get replies. 


I had taken Friday off as it was my wife's birthday and checked the bands 
to see what they would be like for SS. 10M was open stateside then, with 
some 4s coming in. Propagation got worse for SS. I went up to 10 during 
the day on Saturday and Sunday to check for activity. All that was coming 
in were South American stations. I will have to put up a wire beam directed 
on SA for the ARRL 10 M contest in December. 


It looks as if one could run up a respectable score by concentrating on 40 


M and 20 M alone. Like I said before, I thought I hated 20 M during 
contests, but it rewarded me with the most contacts, and I believe, the 
most multipliers. I am beginning to see why 20 M is so popular during 
contests. It does have a certain attraction. 


I developed the following pattern which seemed to work out OK. I would go 
up and down the band answering CQs. If no answer after 3 calls I would move 
on. After doing this a couple of times I would QSY to the next lower or 
higher band and do the same thing. By the time I returned to the band I 
started on propagation would have changed and there would be a whole new 
offering of stations to work. I would try to call CQ at least once on the 
band before QSYing, but this seldom resulted in a reply, and if it did, 
only once resulted in a run. 


I checked 20, 15 and 10 every hour or so after they folded to check for 
sporadic E, but this too was fruitless. You never know though. 


I think that Chuck's precontest pronouncement of making 100 QSOs in 5 hours 
at 20 wpm as quite doable is a bit optimistic for the average QRPer. I 
think that the average QRPer with a good station and modest antennas, say 
dipoles at 35 feet, is doing well to make 15 QSOs per hour and keep it up 
for several hours. The posts I have seen from good operators (not 
necessarily me) here seem to bear this out. None the less, the 100 QSOs for 
the pin are achievable with modest effort even at a rate of 8 to 10 per 
hour. 


My all paper effort went OK, but during the last hours of the contest when 
my rate went to 22 or so per hour this got a bit hectic. I kept a log, dupe 
sheet, and multiplier check off sheet on the desk. The multiplier checkoff 
sheet didn't get much attention here on the list before the contest, but I 
realized into the contest that it is very important to getting the 
multiplier count up. Everyone knows when they haven't worked the really 
rare ones, like AK and WY, but it is difficult to believe that you haven't 
worked all the California multipliers or WTX without a check off list to 
consult. One would not pause to wait for a SB section unless the multiplier 
list was consulted. 


I guess if all the QRPers are searching and pounceing it is not odd that 
QRPers work few QRPers. 


Somebody should put all this collective wisdom together now in a file to 
keep in the archives for next year's sweepstakes. Did I just volunteer for

I am curious as to the thought process others 
used in selecting a callsign, You may email me privately with your 
thoughts. 


The ZJL scale. Many of you know that for years, the ZJL Effectiveness 
Scale was the de-facto standard for judging the performance of a callsign 
based upon scientific and subjective analysis. W8KC rates around 8.7 on 
that chart. WB8ZJL was a 1.8 and with the advent of Vanity calls, 
actually dropped to a 1.3. Don't ask for the formula, it's 
uncomprehendable :-) 


I don't believe I can justify running the ZJL system because my 
call is no longer so miserable that others will not be offended when they 
find out their own call is a low number.

Hi Phil, 


I use KeyCAD complete. I'm not sure if it's still available or not, but is a 
great, easy to use drawing program. Plus it's cheap. $29.95. They also have a 
windows version, but I use the DOS one. 


It comes with electronic symbols which is pretty compete. Only had to 
redraw one of the transistors to get all possible orientations. And a 
PNP version, which they forgot. It will print to real scale, so you can 
draw front panel artwork and then laminate it, makes for a nice simple, 
neat front panel. 


I've also tried TurboCAD and that one's useless. 


I have Generic CAD 6.0, and that's pretty good, a lot like AutoCAD, but 
is a lot harder to use, so I don't use it much. 


For pc board cad software, that's a lot harder. PADS has a shareware 

version which is not bad. But for the most part, you will have to buy a 
package to get something that works well. There are a number of packages 
available for about $100. Digi-Key has one and I see one called "Circuit 
Layout" in the JDR Microdevices catalog for $59.95. It supports dot matrix (big 
mistake) or laser printer (only way to go) and will "flip" the 

layout for toner transfer board making. 


Chances are good that if you hunt around on the WWW, you will find free 
demo software here and there.

I've had the Black Widow rod now for several weeks, but haven't had much time to 
do much with it yet. I did wind a single wire coil on the bottom section 
(about 110 turns spread out over 40 inches), but I've pretty much decided that I 
won't use it that way. I've decided that the Black Widow rod would probably 


serve my purposes best as just a general-purpose support for any of a number of 
different antennas. Some of the possible configurations I'm considering 
include: 


- A nifty, tree-independent support for the portable inverted vee I usually use 
(#22 elements, RG-174 feeder) for single band operation (with two tent stakes to 
tie off the ends) 


- A nifty, tree-independent support for an inverted vee fed with TV twinlead 
for multi-band operation 


- A center-loaded vertical fed with twin lead, as Doug suggests 

- A center-loaded vertical made resonant for 40 or 30 meters 

- A simple resonant vertical for 20 meters, maybe 

- A resonant trap vertical for 30 and 20 meters, perhaps 

Yikes! The possiblities are mind-boggling. Each one of these antennas would 
fit in a zip-lock bag, so you could take along several and change configurations 


on site in minutes, if you wanted to. Portable antennas for every occasion!! 


I'm going to have to put one of those Autek analyzers on my Christmas list and 
do some serious antenna experimenting as soon as the weather gets bad enough.

The conventional QRP rigs are 
designed to match a 50 ohm antenna and only require a tuner if a 

different antenna, ala endfed half-wave, is used. Suppose the rig

I was upset with myself at my lack of proficiency in cw on the ss 
weekend. However the speeds seemed about normal for a contest. 

I have a friend, back in louisiana, that can copy up to about 4Qwpm 
in his head. at times he used to chat with me while working cw. He is the 
"not so usual" ham. 

The however is that like most who copy high speed, he spends a lot 


of time on the air. By that I mean an hour or so every other day. That is 
what I think is the key to success here. Get on the air and use cw. The 
added distractions in a contest take their toll on those of us who are 
of practice" 

It would have made a difference if I had spent a few days listening 
to my Super morse program. Cw is practice, practice, practice, to build up 
the speed, and practice to keep it there. Which brings us back to getting on 
the air. There are things that can help, but nothing like getting on the air. 

This is why the "fox hunt" is such a desireable thing: it gets us on 
the air and praticing our cw. Our ability to copy will be proportional to 
the time spent copying cw. I have found that the faster you learn to copy 
the easier it is and the mmore fun it is and the more information one can 
send in a given time. Practice, practice and suprise yourself! 

As to your last question. I don't know the numbers, but I can say 
from personal experience that many (especially dx chasers) can do 
intermittent (contest style) 30 to 35 wpm with no problem. (I can't but they 
can :-) 

It is a question of time and effort. I don't know of anyone who got 
their speed up without practice, practice, practice. 

Hope this helps...

Semi true. A lot of the "really fast stations" were using contest logging 
programs. They generate CW at what ever speed the operator sets it for. None 
of the popular contest logging programs copy or decode CW. In SS this year I 
never went over 32 WPM with NA Contest Logging program and I don't think I 
heard any stations over 34 WPM. 


What seems like eons ago when I was young and struggling with 13 WPM, I could 
not fathom that anyone could ever copy 20 wpm and get it on paper. Totally 
beyond comprehension. These days, after a long time of practicing, copying 

and handling a lot of traffic on the NTS traffic nets, I have seen the light. 
Yes, Jerry and Laura and all the others out there who hear "noise" where others 
hear CW, it is possible to copy 20, 30, 40 and faster words per minute. 


There is no shame in not being able to do this. So I can copy a little faster. 
I can't tune up a car or write a C program or do a lot of those things. 


The major fault with a lot of stations that were in SS who were running the 
CT or NA (don't know about the other contest logging programs) was their 
inability to mash the ALT-F9 key and slow it down when a slower station came 
back to them. A lot of them feel that they don't need to slow down. That is 
their loss. 


Keep at it. It may come slowly, but in time your CW speed will gradually 
build. 


And if you hear me in a contest, call - I know how to slow down the computer!

No no no!!! There are a lot of CW ops that can rag chew at 40 - 50 wpm, 
and we copy in our head.. In a contest, your brain is a better filter than 
any cw program on a PC, and besides which, none of the major contest 
programs (CT, NA, TR) have the capability to copy CW.. The software checks 
for dupes and shows you your QSO rate per hour, but it CAN'T copy CwW.. 

A simple 3 or 4 component interface built into a DB-9 connector keys the 
rig with function keys.. But an op still has to copy cw and enter the 
info.. Even at fast contest speeds, say 35 wom, that's not a very fast 
typing speed.. It's fairly easy to keep up with logging at that speed, once 
you can copy it.. 


I was in Belize for the 1992 CQWW CW contest, and being DX in zone 7, had 
large pileups on me the whole time.. This was only my 2nd contest using 
'CT', but I was able to ‘run’ the pileup at rates of 170 QSO's per hour, 
using 100w to a vertical... My speed was set at 32 wpm, and the pileup 
followed my lead.. I like to contest, but I'm by no means a ‘real fast' 
contest op! 


Speeds of 35 to 45 wpm may seem fast, but it's fairly normal for folks 
that operate CW regularly. I personally have not used HF fone for 22 years; 
I operate only cw and rtty. THAT'S how you copy 45 wpm in your head - by 
using CW.. 


Well, off my soapbox.. Get on the air and practice; get a keyer so you 
can send faster, and you'll naturally copy faster!

Thanks for your response and that of all the others including Bob Patten, 
whom I consider to be one of the most top notch contesters that I 
regularly hear on the bands. 


Yes, I was wrong to spout off like I did. I think what got my emotions 
up (instead of my brain) was my past experiences in contests like SS and 
others. I usually run my PK-232 in contests so I can both copy and send 
CW via computer. No logging software, though. My PK-232 tells me what 
the receivedcode speed based on the dit speed of the signal, and many 
contest ops run way above 40 wom. I can copy to about 35 wpm in my head, 
and when the contest exchange or CQ call is a blur to me, it is _really_ 
fast! So I always match speeds with the other station... I consider that 
to be a gentlemanly courtesy. When the 50 wpm + guys get my call at 
exactly their speed, about 50% of them cannot copy me and I must QRS! 


So if the contest op will send only as fast as he/she can copy all goes 
well. Many contest ops (like N4BP) are excellent ops, but I was upset 
with the few who are so anxious to keep a fast run going, that we who are 
mere mortals are ignored and left out of the process. 


Sorry to seem as though I was coming down heavy on all ops, when I really 
meant to only include those described above. Mea Culpa & nolo 
contendere.

Don't be disheartened by the fast code speeds of SS or any other contest. 
Many of the folks can rise oabove their normal speeds because they know 
what's coming thanks to the pre formatted exchange...Know ing that numbers 
are coming or that you already have the call down helps the mental filtering 
process. At least I know I don't normally copy code at 30 -35 wpm. And I'll 
be the first one to mess up if someone deviates from the normal sequence. I 
bet if you stuck with it you would have been copying a lot of those guys by 
the end of the test.

Hi Bob, 


They do. When a station workes 1500 QSOs in a 24 hour contest, that means 
that every hour, for the whole 24, they have to work 62.5 stations. That's 
over one each minute. 


No one will ever maintain such a constant average. There will be times 
when they will have rates of over 100/hour durring SS. Then there is the 
time they spend searching for new sections. 


So the numbers tell them to work as fast as they can. The whole reason 
for the contest is to work as many stations in a fixed amount of time 
that you can. That can also be said, to work as many stations as fast 


as you can. 


> Clearly, the 

> top guns think that somewhere in the 30-40wpm range is the proper balance. 
> It certainly makes you wonder, could they get a higher score by slowing to 
> say, 25wpm? 


The best answere to that is to watch the scores when they come out and 
see who scores where. :-) 


(And no, these folks DON'T generally use computers to receive 

CW. It just doesn't work that well, and hardly at all under contest

How much time do you spend listing to the bottom end of the band? Many 
of the dx pile-ups are also in that speed range. Lots of contesters 
also chase DX and go here and there and become DX! 


If you listen to a contest, the speeds creep up a bit after the first 
little bit. Everyone is rusty! But the really good ops never loose much 
speed. 


> I am not talking about the several folk we all 

> personally know who are really good on hi speed receive -- no, I mean the 
> hi speed op. contacts (US -- you and me) that they need to rack up to geta 
> high score. 

> Somehow don't believe we all sit there and test ourselves with RUFZ once a 
> day, as Chuck suggested for preparation. 

> So what's the answer here? 


Once you get to a speed, say 20wpm, you can be away from cw for a long time 
and still copy 10/15wpm after just a few minutes. 


If you get to 50wpm, like most of the top scoring cw operators do, you can 
keep in shape by doing a half a dozen contests per year. Think of it like 
this..... in 6 contests they will work somewhere around 10,000 stations. 


That's more than some of us work in a lifetime of QSOs! Granted, the 
contacts don't last long, but the point is that when they are doing their 
thing, they are doing a bunch of it! 


Do you remember Wayne, N7NG, from WIMU 96? He is one of the top operators 
in the world. All the "big boys" were talking about how he was running 
stations on 20m from WY. 


I stopped in the middle of a WPX contest one year to listen to a fellow 
from the Texas DX club, (or Texas contest club, can't remember now), who 
was in one of the P40 stations. He was going a good 50wpm and not missing 
anything. I set the keyer up to match his speed, called from off frequency 
to be sure he wasnt using some narrow filter and a cw reading program, gave 
the keyer button a push. He was sending my call back to me after a space of 
a dah or two! And he didn't need a repeat! I listened to him for about a 
half hour. Gad, he was just plain ole' good! 


Is the balance of hi speed code ops. to medium 
speed ops so weighted that you can win the contest by only working stations 
that can head copy a set exchange at 35wpm? Inquiring minds want to know.

They keep their speed up as long as their qso rate is up. When that 
starts droping, they change. I heard many of the big stations up around 
7060-7070 working at 15 to 20 wpm. And they would slow down when someone 
slower called. 


Ask yourself this...... if you could keep a string of stations calling you 
while working at 40wpm, or at 2Qwpm, which speed would you choose? If you 
are in the contest to win, there is only one answere. 


As to asking for repeats, they have the some trouble we do....qrm, qrn, 
xyls asking questions and etc. And when they are S9 to us, think how 
weak we are to them! 


A good way to find out why so many repeats is to call cq and run a few 
stations. They will all be a bit off frequency. One will come in at about 
1200 cycles and then the next will be at 500 cycles! Then there is the 
guy that keeps tunning up right when the station you are working is 
sending his section. Every time for all 5 repeats!  :-) 


And this isn't really copying in your head....it's gotta go on paper. Either 
via some kind of keyboard or by hand. 


Wait till the big 48 hour contests come along..... these same guys stay 
awake and keep up the same pace for those contests too. They really 
are that good! 


Yes, the faster operators have an advantage. But it's one we could all 
have if we want it...... all we have to do is do it! But it takes a lot 
of work and I'm not ready to do that! 


How to pratice for a contest? I like using TR Log in the simulator 
mode. It will send the regular exchange and that gets you into 
the rythem more than some of the other methods. 


When I was doing a few contests each year, about 14 years ago, my 
goal was to get to 50 wom. I never quite made it because I didn't 
want to work that hard! But I did get where I could qso with folks 
that had computers at 40+. 


Most of us, (QRPers), don't take contesting like the big contesters 
do. We are more laid back. We will take time to chat with many of 
our friends during a contest. Few of us worked the whole 24 hours. 
Guess I look at the code speed kinda like the NASCAR boys do their 


speed. It could be said that if they went slower they wouldn't 
have as many wrecks....but then someone else might win! And it's 


Wow, have I ever run overtime with this! I hope this give you 
another view point. 
Main point is to have fun. Don't let others spoil it for you!

We used to have a club member (now a Silent Key) who had been a commercial 
CW op. He loved to work CW, and could easily run 35-40 wpm. He would show 
up at Field Day and spend several hours working the CW station.

He 
would get up to take a break and one of the slower ops would take over. 
Invariably they would have no problem finding stations to work. Of course, 
this was before every serious, and most not-so-serious, contest op was 
using computers.

You turn the PWR down to minimum, and the CAR to the 9 o'clock position. the 
PWR is the RF power amp and adjusts from 10 to 100 watts, the CAR is the 
exciter and adjusts from © to 10 watts. Check it with a good watt meter to be 
sure. My TS450 is stable down to 5 milliwatts, maybe lower. 

these adjustments are on the front panel, no internal mods are needed.
